"Dairy cows cannot be given 
good care at this time of the 
year unless they are kept in a 
barn all night and part of the 
day. This being the case, com- 
fort and healthful anrroundings 
for the cow are of first impor- 
tance. Plen^ of lights good 
vmitilatum and lota of good bed- 
ding are the big items in making 
the cow comfortahla. There 
should be four square feet of 
window i^lass for each stall or 
stanchion while the windows 
should be well distributed so 
that each stable gets plenty of 
light. In order to get enough 
air, eac^ cow requires" at least 
500 cubic feet of apaea. The air

This ahould be 
done without causing drafts of 

cold air on the cows or without 
unduly lowering the temperature 
in the stable. Fresh air may be 
admitted through windows hing- 
ed at the bottojm and tipping in- 
ward.

With Turkey. 



TO AWAIT LAUSANNE MEET 



Will Bo Uther Separate or CoRununal 



— Possible Mandates May In- 
volve American Rights. 

Washington. Not. 10.— The United 
States will not Mtata to necotiate 

one or more separate treaties of amity 
and commerce with Turkey and pos- 
sibility with the Allied powers in or- 
der to safeguard American interests 
In the Near Bast/ 

While tliis government is confining 
its participation in the Lausanne con 
ference to official observers, there will 
probably result from the conference 
one or moro treatlco of amity and com- 
merce. Whether it will be necessary 
to negotiate a treaty with Turkey 
alone depends on the character of the 
settlement of Lausanne and particular- 
ly on the degree of Independence witta 
which Turkey emerges fronr ibe con- 
ference. 

Will Protect U. S. Interests. 

Whether or not the treati'id, protect- 
in;: American Intereata as ootlined In 
the aide-memoire sent to London. 
Paris and Rome by Secretary of State 
Hughes, will be negotiated separately 
with the Allied powers and with Tur- 
key or negotiated Jointly, this goren- 
ment intends to sseuv adequate 
treaty guarantees for every phase of 
interest enunciated by the secretary 
of state. 

The AOMrtcan offldal observers at 
JL«asBaae hsTC bsca infonned that 
this coontry has no intention of be- 
coming a signatory to the general 
peace treaty that will be framed, but 
they have also been infonned that 
this cooatry wUl not rsst coatcnt with 
soch assoranees of protectloa as are 
given In the general peace "eaty. 
Like German Treaty. 

From the United States' .^andpoint, 
therefore, the situation at Lausanne 
assumes pretty modi the saaw com- 
plexion as that wh!ch existed between 
this country and Germany after the 
failure of the Versailles treaty of 
passage in the senate.

JAPANESE CAN'T BECOME 

CITIZENS OF THE U. S. 



Supreme Court at Washington Give* 
Out Vital Decision— Rules They 
Are Net White. 

Washington. Nov. 14.— The United 
States Supreme court held that Jap- 
anese are not whita within tlie mean- 
ing of the American law and are not 
entitled to citizen-^hlp In the United 
States. Tin- decision was a confirma- 
tion of a ruling by the California Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals la ^ test case 
broaght by Takao Oaawa of Hoaolnln. 
who claimed be was "white" and 
tlierefore eligible fbr citizenship in 
the United States. The Supreine 
court of the slate of Washington was 
upheld in denying dtlsensblp ts 
Tskjvl Taraashita and Charles Hlo 
Kono of Seattle In the same decision. 

The decision held that the two Jap- 
anese were not entitled to naturalisa- 
tion under United States laws and 
therefore could not eKsr a bnslnws 
partnership. 

The Supreine court's decision in 
these cases has long been awaited, 
particularly an the Pacific coast, 
where anti^apanese feeling oxlata 

Ozawa contended he waa entitled 
to American citizenship as p descend- 
ant of the wliite tribt: of Aisu. He 
started bis fight 'or citizenship sev- 
ersl years ago In Hawaii, but waa de- 
fied In the courts there and also 
in the higher courts in California. 
0/.awa has lived in Hawaii since bis 
childhood and w;:^ educated In the 
American schools there. 

Yamashita presentea an argument 
similar to that of Ozawa Fie ap- 
pealed to the Supreme court when the 
courts of the state of Washington de- 
nied him the i.Tivilcge of Incorporat- 
ing a fcal estate company becaose of 
his Ineligibility of citizenship.
